A: DURING THIS PERIOD OF RISING TENSIONS IN THE GULF, WE HAVE 
DECIDED NOT TO PROCEED FOR NOW WITH REVIEW OF CERTAIN 
LIBERALIZATIONS OF HIGH-TECHNOLOGY EXPORT CONTROLS ON THE 
PRC I WOULD NOTE. HOWEVER, THAT IN RECENT YEARS THE U.S. 
HAS GRADUALLY LIBERALIZED CONTROLS ON HIGH-TECH EXPORTS TO 
CHINA, BASED ON THE CONTINUING DEVELOPMENT OF U.S. -CHINA 
RELATIONS. WE REMAIN COMMITTED TO FURTHER LIBERALIZATION, 
WHICH WE BELIEVE BENEFITS BOTH COUNTRIES. THE PACE AND 
TIMING OF LIBERALIZATION WILL VARY, AS IT HAS IN THE PAST. 

A: I AM NOT SUGGESTING THAT WE ARE SEEKING A SPECIFIC ACTION 

FROM THE CHINESE. WE SIMPLY CONSIDER THIS AN INAPPROPRIATE 
TIME TO PROCEED WITH OUR REVIEW OF FURTHER EXPORT CONTROL 
LIBERALIZATION.
